OSLO, Norway, Sept. 20.—Salo- 
mon August Andree’s diary stops 
on Oct. 2, when the ice broke un- 
der his floating camp and the little 
party of explorers had to get 
ashore on White Island. 

From now on it must be mostly 
guess work to reconstruct the 
story of how the expedition’s mem- 
bers met their fate. 

After Oct. 17, Nils ‘Strindberg 
was unable to write down anything 
more, and the question arises of 
what- caused their deaths. It 
seems to be certain that Strindberg 
died first and was buried by 
Andree, possibiy by Knut Frankel 
also. 

Andree Lived the Longer. - 

Of these two, Andree seems to 
have lived the longer. But what 
happened after the seventeenth? 
We do not yet know, and we can 
only conjecture whether they could 
have been alive long after that 
date. 

When the explorers dragged 
themselves ashore on White Island 
from the icy seas, they were al- 
ready worn out and sick. The 
diary mentions sore feet and fre- 
quent attacks of diarrhea. 

They tried to build a_i shelter 
from driftwood and to cover it by 
fabric taken from their balloon and 
carried with them on their march. 
When their camp was found this 
summer by Dr. Gunnar Horn’s ex- 
pedition, it was clearly seen that 
the explorers had been too ex- 
hausted to get the hut and the 
camp in order. | 

Had they still had any strength 
left, they surely would have 
brought their instruments, diaries 
and log book under cover, and 
would have assembled around them

all their equipment as they pre- 
pared to spend the winter. 

Instead, everything was  scat- 
tered about as in a camp at the 
moment of breakup, 
Thinks Storm May Have Occurred. 

A sudden catastrophe must have 
caught them—possibly a severe 
snowstorm. Cold weather had set 
in, and despair must have seized 
them. re 

The suggestion that the party 
was poisoned by carbon monoxide 
gas from their stove while in the 


hut does not seem acceptable. The 


disorderly condition of the camp 
indicated they never even lived in 
the hut. 

It is more probable that the 
party got ptomaine poisoning from 
eanned food, for at that time 
canned food for such expeditions 
was not of such high quality as it 
is nowadays. 

If the notes written down by 
any one of the party are not found 
to state definitely what circum- 
stances existed as they neared the 
end, it must be admitted that the 
Andree mystery is not solved in 
full. 

It remains to be determined un- 
der exactly what conditions they 
died and how long they had lived 
on White Island.

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CANADA NATION OF DRINKERS, 
CLARENCE TRUE WILSON FINDS 


After Tour With Clarence Darrow 
He Says Liquor Consamption 
Is Next to France.

LINCOLN, Neb., Sept. 20.—Dr. 
Clarence True Wilson, secretary of 


the Board of Public Morals and 
Prohibition of the Methodist 
Church, told the Nebraska Con- 
ference here last night that Canada 
“is becoming one of the greatest 
drinking nations in the world” and 
that the party in power there is 
controlled by liquor interests. 

Dr. Wilson explained that he 
had just returned with Clarence 
Darrow of Chicago from a tour of 
the various provinces of the do- 
minion as eye-witnesses to the op- 
erations of the Government liquor 
control system. With the excep- 
tinn of France; he declared, the 
Canadians consume more liquor 
than any other country in the 
world. 

‘This may be in some part due 
to the influx of thirsty American 
tourists, but the roads leading into 
Canada are not lined with Ameri- 
cans waiting an opportunity to buy 
liquor, as many of the enemies of 
prohibition are pleased to point 
out,” Dr. Wilson added. 


AMERICAN ORCHESTRA BARRED 


Musicians in Paris Take Action

BALTIMORE, Md., Sept. 20.— 
Bishop James Cannon Jr., who in 
the last four months successfully 
withstood two formal investiga- 
tions of his activities, must now 
defend himself for a third time, 
not. only against the old charges 


but also against others never be- 
fore raised against him. 

This became certain when it was 
disclosed today that’ four traveling 
Elders of the Southern Methodist 
Church had presented a yolumi- 
nous indictment against Bishop 
Cannon to Bishop William N. Ains- 
worth of Birmingham, Ala., chair- 
man of the College of Methodist 
Bishops. 

On receipt of the charges, which 
were mailed late yesterday from | 
Washington, it becomes the duty 
of Bishop Ainsworth to assemble 
a committee of not less than 12 
traveling elders to investigate the 


If, in the opinion of the two- 
thirds of this committee, the 
c €s have sufficient basis as to 
require explanation, they will re- 
fer the matter to the néxt general 
co ence of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South and will im- 
mediately suspend the churchman 
pending his trial by the conference 
which meets in 1934. 

The filing of formal charges 
against Bishop Cannon marks the. 
first time in the history of the 
Methodist Church, South, that such 
a proceeding has been lodged 
against a Bishop of the church, 
This denomination has been in ex- 
istence as a body separate from 
other Methodist denominations 
since 1848. 

The charges against Bishop Can- 
non were signed by the Rev. Dr. 
Forrest J. Prettyman of Baltimorc; 
the Rev. Dr. Costen J. Harrell and 
Dr. J. T. Marston of Richmond 
and Dr. IL P. Martin of Abingdon,

Although the text of the charges 
was not made public, it is known 
that they represent a number of 
specific points and that they di- 
vide themselves into three classes, 
as follows: 

Charges based on personal con- 
duct. 

Charges based on Bishop Can- 
non'’s participation in the buying 
and selling of stocks for specula- 
tive purposes through-a brokerage 
house in New York, later held to 
have been a bueket shop. 

Charges based on Bishop Can- 
non’s poltical activities and his 
participation in the handling of 
money for‘ political campaign pur- 
poses. 

In the complaint filed with 
Bishop Ainsworth, several counts 
involving personal conduct were 
set forth based on allegations pub- 
lished in July in newspapers in 
New York, Philadelphia and Wash- 
ington. The complaint filed against 
the Bishop is made up of ail 
charges reflecting on his worth- 
iness published or broadcast about 
in the last two years. It is known 
that the four Elders who signed 
their names to this document per- | 
sonally inquired into a number of 
these charges or accusations and 
set forth in the complaint what 
evidence they ‘found toe support 
them, ’

_Assistc nt State’s Attorneys 
Charlies J. Mueller , and Charies 
Lounsbery, who have been in di- 
rect charge of the extertion inves-. 
tigation oriered by Chief Justice 
John P. McGoorty of the Criminal 
Court, sai? that if the financial 
revelations as made in the last two 
days continue they expect to be 
able to be ready for grand jury ac- 
tion against the labor racketeers 
within a week. 

Barker, who, with William J. 
(Three-Fingered Jack), White, an- 
other ex-convict, bosses the coal 
Hikers’ Union, apparently accounts 
for his expenditures under the 
designation “expenses.” Ths first 
batch of checks taken from the 
Coal Hikers’ Union safe show that 
Barker acts as president of the 
union and signs the checks. 

Made Out to Cash. 

Those found made out to cash 
and signed by Barker for August 
follow: Aug. 2, $541; Aug. 9%, 
$286; Aug. 16, $644; Aug. 19, 
$100; Aug. 22, $885; Aug. 28, 
$300 and Aug. 29, $362. The total 
of $2¢€18 is ‘unaccounted for 
through these checks, except that 
some of them show an indorse- 
ment by “D. F. Cain.” The bal- 
ance sheet shows the wnion had 
$1311.25 in the treasury Aug. 30, 

The ledger books fails te show 
at first glance where Barker spent 
the money he took out of the 
treasury of the union composed of 
the men, who earn approximately 
$5.50 a day by hauling coal from 
the street, where it is dumped by 
the trucks into the basement coal 
bins.

New Cars Placed on London North 

Eastern Railway's “Highland 

Man” Express. 

LONDON, Sept. 20.—Two sleep- 
ing cars of entirely new design 
have been attached to the London 
North Eastern Railway’s “High- 
land Man” express. In these cars 
bedrooms with fullsize beds are 
provided for the first time on any 
English railway. 

Vibration, it is said, has been 
eliminated by packing the roofs, 
floors, and sides of the cars with 
asbestos felt. There is a new sys- 
tem of ventilation, the principle of 
which is to force a current of hot 
or cold cleansed air into each bed- 
room, the direction, volume, and 
temperature of the air being con- 
trolled by the passenger. 

An electric generator below the 
floor of the car, driven, by a belt 
from the wheels, supplies current 
for lighting, ventilating, and heat- 
ing water. The floors are covered 
with sponge rubber and carpeted, 
and the fittings and furniture em- 
bdtiy many new features, 

Each bedroom is a study in 
soothing pale blue, and the rooms 
are arranged in pairs, so that they 
can be converted into double 
rooms by communicating doors if 
desired. 


JUNK DEALER ACCUSED OF DOG

ARKANSAS TAKES 


OVER TOLL BRIDGE} 
AT DE VALL'S BLUFF 


State Pays $463,000 for 


Span That Cost $220,000 
Eight Years Ago. - 


Special to the Post-Di tth, 
DE VALLS BLUFF, Ark., Sept. 


20.—The $220,000 De Valls Biuff 
Bridge over the White River, 60 
miles east of Little Rock, long an 
outstanding example of exploita- 
tion of the public as a privately 
owned structure charging high 
tolls, has been bought by the State 
of Arkansas for $463,000, more 
than twice the cost of the structure 
eight years ago. The State will 
continue to charge tolls, though 
somewhat less than the private 
company’s charge. 

Through an agreement reached 
by the State Highway Commission 
with the White River Bridge Co. 
and the New York Trust Co., the 
Circuit Court in De Valls Bluff 
yesterday entered an order of con- 
demnation of the bridge property, 
by which the State will acquire it 


Originally a toll charge of $1 
was made at the bridge, but sev- 
eral months ago on orders of the 
War Department the toll was re- 
duced to 75 cents. It is the under- 
standing the state toll will be 50 
cents, and probably the bridge will 
become free to the public if the 
accumulated tolls ever equal the 
price the state paid, plus the inter- 
est and upkeep. 

Weird Financial History. 

The Devalls bridge has had a 
weird financial history. It was 
promoted by Harry Bovay, who 
promoted several bridges through 
the Middle West. The original 
stock issue was $350,000 common 
and $150,000 preferred. Bovay had 
a franchise from the county, giv- 
ing him a monopoly on 0bridge 
crossings of the river for a distance 
of 20 miles. He received all of the 
common stock and $45,000 of the 
preferred stock from the bridge 
company, which he formed, for his 
franchise. 

In addition to the stock, bonds 
to the amount of $200,000 were is- 
sued. The bonds were sold to a 
group of Little Rock bankers at 
90, the bridge company realizing 
$180,000 from them, and this 
amount went into the construction 
of the bridge. The bankers who 
bought the bonds, in addition to 
the 10 per cent discount, received 
as a bonus $175,000 of the $359,- 
000 of common stock, which Bovay 
had received for his franchise, and 
also received one-half of Bovay’s 
$45,000 of preferred stock, 

To provide the necessary funds 
in excess of the $180,000 needed 
to build the bridge, the bankers 
who had bought the bonds, and 
who also had half the common 
stock, loaned the bridge company 
$40,000. This later was paid by 
the sale of preferred stock. The 
$220,000 thus acquired was the 
approximate cost of the bridge. 

Some years ago the White River 
Bridge Co. sold the property to 
the Highway Bridges Co., a Dela 
ware corporation, which proceeded 
te bond the property for more 
than $700,000, the old issue of 
$200,000 being retired by the new 
bonds. 

Public Clamor Over Tolls. 

Something more than a year 
ago, after there had been much 
public clamor about the high toll 
charged, the Highway Commission 
began a discussion of a plan to 
purchase the bridge, to condernan 
it or to. build another bridge. 
The new owners of the property 
were willing to sell for $760.000, 
the amount of the bonds author- 
ized. The result of the negotia- 
tions was the agreement for con- 
demnation, by which the State 
acquired the proyerty for 0463,- 
000, the portion of the $796,099 
bond issue which is outsta:.ding. 

In the negotiations, the bridge 
company was represented by the 
Little Rock law firm of Rodinton, 
House & Moses, of which United 
States Senator Robihson is a 
member.

DISCOVERIES ABOUT VIBRATION 
MAY LESSEN TEMBLOR DANGER 


California Scientist Hopes Soils 
Can Be Classified and Buildings 
Planned to Meet Conditions. 

PALO ALTO, Cal., Sept. 20.— 
Discoveries of peculiarities in vi- 
bration that promise to be useful 
in adding to safety of buildings 
during earthquakes were explained 
to the National Academy of Science 
nere today. 

Dr. Lydik S. Jacobsen, assistant 
professor of mechanical engineer- 
ing at Stanford University, showed 
how small changes in rates of vi- 
bration produce unexpectedly large 
changes in action of the earth's 
surface. It is hoped from these 
studies, he said, to be able to class- 
ify various soils, showing how they 
differ in transmitting vibrations, 
so buildings may be planned to 
meet the peculiarities of each lo- 
cality. 

Experiments and theoretical 
studies show sand 30 feet deep 
will transmit at the surface 90 per 
cent of a vibration traveling to 
and fro beneath it at a rate of 60 
times a second. Sand 22% feet 
deep multiplies this percentage to 
140, 15-foot sand to 155, and 7% 
foot sand ogly¥ to 110 per cent. But 
if the vibrations are increased to 
120 a second, the 7%-foot layer 
jumps to 175 per cent, the 22%-

FAILS TD IDENTIFY 
BAKER AS SLAYER 
OF UNION: PICKETT) 


Witness Says He Could Not 
See Face of Julius O. 
Thompson,’ Held Without 
Bail for Murder. 


DECLARES VICTIM 
PLEADED FOR LIFE 


Passerby Tells How Alexan- 
der Zander Was Clubbed 
to Ground — Case Before 
Grand Jury, Oct. 14. 


Julius O. Thompson, owner of a 
bakery at 5001 Emerson avenue, 
was held without bond yesterday 
On @ warrant charging him with 


the first degree murder of Alexan- |} 


der Za-der, picket for the Bakers’ 
Union, who was fatally shot in 
front of Thompson's shop Wednes- 
day morning. This action was tak- 


en after a Coroner’s jury had 
named Thomnson as the slayer. 

The case will be presented to 
the grand jury on Oct. 14, accord- 
ing to Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Lennon, who issued the warrant 
under which Thompson is held; 

Zander, who was 62 years old, 
pleaded for his life after he had 
been knocked to the ground by' re- 
peated biows of a blackjac , An- 
drew W. Brown, 4545 Emerson 
avenue, who saw the _ shooting, 
testified at the inquest. Brown, 
however, was unable to identify 
Thompson and told the Coroner’s 
jury the back of the assailant was 
toward him. 

Received Card From Picket. 

“T had just walked past the 
bakery, where one of two men 
had handed me a card urging me 
to buy union label bread,” Brown 
testified. “I heard a disturbance 
and saw a man in a brown suit 
and derby hat (Zander) running 
across the street. 

“He was half turned around and 
appeared to be trying to ward off 
the tlows of a man in a blue suit 
and straw hat who had caught up 
with him and hit him several times 
with a black object like a billy. 
The blows knocked his hat..off 
and then I saw him fall to the 
ground. 

“J heard.a shot and heard him 
cry, ‘My God! You've shot me!’’” 

Questioned by Lennon, Brown 
|said he had heard Zander plead- 
ing for his life. Immediately aft- 
er he heard the shot fired, Brown 
said, he saw the slayer ran back 
across the street and strike John 
Graf, Zander’s companion as a 
picket. 

“He hit him on head with the 
same black object,” Brown testi- 
fied, “and knocked him down, but 
the man got up and ran. I heard 
another shot fired, but at no time 
did I see a revolver.” Brown was 
asked if the slayers were in the 
Coroner’s room, but he was unable 
to pick him out. 

Threats on Union Alleged. 

Other testimony substantiated 
statements issued yesterday by the 
Bakers’ Union that Thompson had 
refused to grant the union any 
recognition and had threatened to 
“knock the head off” anyone who 
interfered with his business.. 

More than 200 bakery shops in 
the city have been unionized since 
last March, according to officers of 
the organization, who say the un- 
ion is nearly 50 years old and has 
never had any conflict with the 
law. 

In answer to Thompson's state- 
ment the day of the shooting that 
he was “dealing with a bunch of 
extortionists and racketeers,” the 
union stated its officers had all 
been engaged in bakery trade and 
had been associated with the or- 
ganization for more thdn 15 years. 
Coungel for the union has been in- 
structed to aid the Circuit Attor- 
ney’s office in prosecution of the 
Funeral services for Zandér, who 
died of a bullet wound of the ab- 
domen Thursday evening, will be 
held at.2 p. m, tomorrow at a 
funeral chagel at 3031 ‘Meramec 
street, with burial in St. Paul 
Churchyard.

The rumors were officially de- 
clared to be without foundation by 
the Ministry of the Interior and oy 
the Prussian Government, which 
accused the Communists of at- 
tempting to launch a Fascist 
“putsch” scare. But the recent ut- 
terances of Fascist spokesmen have 
hardly been calculated to soothe 
such public nervousness as exists. 
In the local Fascist organ, Der 
Angriff (The Attack), Paul Goeb- 
bels, the leading Fascist member 
of the Reichstag, today declared 
that “what the so-called republic 
regards as inviolable is not sacred 
for us.” 

“To Give It Another Shove.” 

“The national Socialist move- 
ment,” he said, “seeks to upset 
things as they are, and has not 
come to bolster up what is falling 
but to give it another shove.” 
Prussian police say they have 
found no evidence supporting re- 
ports in one section of the Ger- 
man press that the Fascists are 
holding secret military drills and 
buying weapons on a large scaie. 
They apparently do not look tor 
anything like a recurrence of Adolf 
Hitler’s notorious Munich beer cel- 
lar “putsch” of 1923. 

The Associated Press learned | 
from an authoritative source to- | 
day that the Fascist party just | 
missed playing a decisive role in | 
the present political turmoil | 

Had the Reichstag . been con- | 
vened immediately after the gen-. 
eral election, the Fascist probably | 
would have been called upon to at- 
tempt to form a Government. 

Chancellor Heinrich Bruening, 
the correspondent has been in- 
formed, was importunted by the 
hard-headed business men of Ger- 
many to yield the reins of Gov- 
ernment to Adolf Hitler and the 
Nationalist leader, Alfred 7 
berg. 

These bankers and captains of

FREE OF POLITICS, 
WOODCOCK SAYS 


Asked About Maj. Camp- 
bell’s Charges, He Ex- 
presses Belief Politicians 
Let His Workers Alone. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—Confi- 
dent that politics plays no part in 
the new prohibition enforcement 
machine, Prohibition Director 
Woodcock today outlined a pro- 
gram to “gain further public re- 
spect” for his force and to assure 
punishment of the murderers of 
dry-law agents. 

Woodcock insisted there was no 
political influence operating in the 
new dry regime when he was asked 
about charges made by Maj. Mau- 
rice Campbell; former dry admin- 
istrator for New York, in recent 
articles. He expressed confidence, 
too, that the politicians were not 
bothering his workers. 

Worried by Killing of Agents. 

But what worries the dry-law 
chieftain is the increasing: number 
of casualties among his men, aug- 
mented yesterday by the killing of 
an agent during a raid on a brew- 
ery at Blizabeth, N. J. Woodcock 
said he proposed to meet this prob- 
lem two ways. 

“First,” he said, “I hope by ad- 
ministering the law decently and 
honestly to gain further public re- 
spect for it and its enforcers. Sec- 
ond, I ask the states to prosecute 
the murderers vigorously.” 

Woodcock said he was satisfiéd 
the New Jersey authorities would 
do all in their power to apprehend 
the gang which attacked the dry 
raiders yesterday and killed one of 
them. He is leaving the problem 
with the State offiefals and Prohi- 
bition Administrator Pennington. 

Inspection Tour Next Week. 

The dry director will go into 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey next 
week on an inspection tour, start- 
ing at Philadelphia Monday and 


going to Pittsburg Tuesday. He will | 


go also to Lewisburg and then to 
New Jersey. 

Returning from an inspection 
tour of New England, Woodcock 
said he was weil satisfied with his 
workers in that area and “highly 
pleased” over the co-operation 
given them by local authorities. 

He will continue his inspection 
trips and declared he wanted to 
hear about the complaints as well 
as the reports from his workers. 
He will go to Tennessee and Ken- 
tucky week after next; to New 
York Oct. 6 and to the Chicago dis- 
trict Oct. 13. Later he plans to go 
to California.

000,000 This Year—$31,- 
000,000 for Materials.

COUNCIL BLUFFS, Ia., Sept. 21. 

—The State of Iowa is being pulled 

out of the economic depression, 


just as it is being pulled out of the 
mud, by its tremendous road-pav- 
ing program. More than  $30,- 
000,000 in cash has been paid to an 
army of 30,000 men, virtually all 
Iowans, since last April when the 
road program got under way for 
the season. <An additional $31,- 
000,000 has been paid for road ma- 
terlals, cement, gravel, bridges, 
culverts, grading and paving ma- 
chinery. As rapidly as farm hands 
were dismissed from farms because 
of drouth conditions, they were put 
to work in the road gangs at good 
wages. 

Iowa has been “in the white” all 
during the summer that is just 
ending. Furthermore, Iowa can 
see a similar era of prosperity for 
1931 and for several years to come. 
The paving program will not be 
completed for two or three years. 

These tremendous expenditures 
have had, and are having, a splen- 
did effect on conditions all over the 
State.

A building program involving the 
expenditure by the Phillips Petro- 


leum Co. of more than $3,000,000 
in St. Louis and the county was 
revealed yesterday in connection 
with the formal opening of the 
company’s new gasoline and oil 
service station at Clayton and Big 
Bend roads. 

This sum does not include more 
than $1,500,000 that will be spent 
in East St. Louis on terminal fa- 
cilities for the 800-mile gasoline 
pipe line that the company is 
building from its refinery at Borg- 
er, Tex., and expects to have com- 
pleted within three months. 

The new service station is of 
brick, in English style, attractively 
designed and carefully arranged to 
expedite sale of “gas” and oil to 
motorists. It cost $85,000. It has 
16 gasoline pumps, all electrically 
driven; special oil pumps; power 
car washers and hydraulic lift for 
use in greasing Cars. 

Three years ago the company 
was only producing and refining 
oils and gasoline. It is the largest 
producer of “natural” gasoline in 
the world, and at one time sold its 
gasoline to other refiners who used 
it to blend with their product for 
greater “pep.” When the company 
decided to enter the retail gasoline 
field, its chemists developed a gas- 
Oline in which the “pep” of its 
“natlural” gasoline were made even 
more pronounced, 

In three years, the company, 
which recently took into a consoli- 
dation the Independent Oil and 
Gas Co., has established more than 
1400 of its own oil and gasoline 
service stations and has over 10,000 
retail outlets, covering the Mid- 
Continent area, from Illinois to 
Colorado and from Minneapolis 
south to the gulf. 

The company entered St. Louis 
two yeares ago, in the retail field. 
Today, according to Fred W. Cor- 
dell, St. Louis division manager, it 
owns and operates 15 of its own 
stations in this city, has eight more 
under construction and has. ap- 
proved locations for 15 more. Its 
Oils and gasoline are retailed from 
97 other stations in the city, to say 
nothing of many otner Phillips 
Service stations in this region. 


St. Louis Society of

| Show Has Range of 
57 to 16,000 Cycles 


One of the most _ interesting 
things at the St. Louis Radio Show 
was the huge, steel, twin aircolumn 
speaker which was mounted in the 
balcony and carried most of the 
burden of making proceedings in 
the crystal studio and on the stage 


audible to the audience. 
Ordinarily, this speaker, which 
was designed for use at airports, 
musement parks, theaters,  ball- 
rooms and other large auditoriums 
and stadiums, is operated with four 
Western Electric power units. With 
the four .25-watt units going full 
blast, the speaker is capable of 
making music heard to a distance 
to four to 4% miles above -street 
noises. It was operated at the 
radio show with only two units 
working, these being attached to 
the end of one of the twin air- 
columns, and then it was neces- 
sary to hold the volume down to 
a third or so. 

The twin aircolumns are each 
14 feet long, and come together in 
an opening three feet 11 inches by 
5 feet two inches high. The speak- 
er “cut-off” is at 57 cycles, so bass 
notes are reproduced powerfully, 
especially as the Western Electric 
amplifier than was used with it at 
the show has a range of 16 to 16,- 
000 cycles, The speaker is built 
of steel, a quarter of an inch thick. 
and weighs 350 pounds. Because 
of its shape, curved and recurved.

Alfred Hugenberg, leader of 
the German National party, also 
incomprehensibly welcomed these 
menacing indications with an ap- 
proval which was assuredly not 
genuine.

Fighting for Stability

inferring that a better constitu- 


tion would help matters. The fact 
is that the Latin-American nations 
have led the world in the number 
and excellence of constitutions 
framed and revised. A little more 
difficulty in revising their consti- 
tutions would be better. But’they 
have experimented far in advance 
of most countries with charters. 
Peru’s 

The basic difficulty in orderly 
government has been in the lack 
of national social solidarity. This 
lack was due to many things, 
among which should be mentioned 
lack of geographical and indus- 
trial intercommunication, through 
the scarcity of good roads, lack of 
intellectual irtercommunication 
through illiteracy and the inade- 
quacy of post routes; lack of co- 
lonial parliamentary background 
before independence, and after- 
ward lack of democracy. Too 
great a gap exists between landed 
aristocracy and servant classes. 
Distrust’ of official morality has 
also been common. 

At the close of the Rosas tyr- 
anny an Argentinian statesman 
said that what was needed was 
more population. He reasoned 
that if more immigrants would 
come and populate the nation wels, 
wild gauchos and scattered pro- 
vincial governors would not be 
warring against themselves and 
against Buenos Aires. But the 
floods of immigration came to the 
Rio Platte and Buenos Aires witl 
2,000,000 people has revolted as 
it did with 200,000. 

More recently Garcia Calderon 
urged European colonization for 
Peru on the grounds that the In- 
dians were racially incapable of 
making a greater nation. How- 
ever, anygne who has lived among 
Peru’s Indians must disagree, for 
they are good racial stock. 


Were Unprepared 
for Independence. 


These nations have a strangely 
romantic and tragic heritage, a 
composite bas-relief of vice-regal 
eplendor, pious missionaries, cor- 
rupt ecclesiastics, barbaric tribal 
strength and rugged areas. Out of 
it all Miranda, San Martin, Hidal- 
go, Bolivar, Sucre, Cordoba and 
their kind sought to build nations. 
Sam Adams’ group of patriots in 
Boston had no complaints at all 
comparable to those of South Amer. 
ican patriots. 

The very money they had loyally 
raised, millions of pesos, with which 
to free their King, Ferdinand VII, 
from the clutch of Napoleon, was 
turned against them after he had 
been restored to his throne by the 
Holy Alliance; they were to be 
punished for having presumed to 
set up juntas to govern themselves 
while their King was Napoleon’s 
prisoner. There was no alterna- 
tive; they had to resist punish- 
ment, and fought for and obtained 
independence before they were 
ready for it. They had no pre- 
vious parliamentary experience in 
colonial assemblies so were wholly 
unprepared for republican forms 
of government. 

Our own national development 
was under better conditions. A 
good class of settlers came: a cen- 
tury of parliamentary training in 
colonial English assemblies preced- 
ed our launching forth as a nation; 
community solidarity existed, espe- 
cially in New England, Virginia, 
New York and Pennsylvania; a 
Northwest Territory to form public 
lands and mutual fear of recapture 
by England solidified the new re- 
public; while a wide romantic West 
drained off our adventurous spir- 
its. 

United States courts early as- 
serted their independence from ex- 
ecutive interference; this is impor- 
tant. In Latin America leaders 
set themselves up as dictators and 
in places courts still are afraid of 
the executive. 

In religion also the United 
States has been fortunate. The Jef- 
fersonian plan of having no official 
church has been a greater blessing 
than most people realize. In Latin 
America political unrest has been 
greatly affected by grave ecclesias- 
tical troubles. Once in Chile dur- 
ing a struggle between church and 
state over a civil marriage law the 
women sided with the church and 
the men upheld the state, with the 
result that there were no mar- 
riages performed for over a year. 

So it can be seen that these re- 
publics have had difficult problems 
to solve. In spite of this they 
have made great progress. 

Just to what degree the recently 
deposed presidents of Peru and 
Argentina were traditional dicta- 
tors is an interesting point. For 
both Leguia and Irogoyen it was a 


' 
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tial popular vote as a mandate to 
do as they pleased. In the first 
election of Leguia after his coup 
d'etat, he received a large popular 
vote and in Argentina, in the more 
recent election of 1928, Irigoyen 
polled: 1,000,000 votes. 


Partly to Blame. 

Both claimed to champion the 
laboring man. Both advocated 
radical labor legislation to offset 
comtntiinistic agitation. Both were 
good advertisers and both enjoyed 
large international reputations. 
Both were intensely devoted to ag- 
grandizing their countries. Both 
were rather old. That is as far as 
the parallel goes. 

In Peru, Leguia was practically 
absolute dictator, brooding no op- 
posing party; he was the only can- 
didate at the election last year and 
naturally won. No newspaper crit- 
icised or denounced him and no 
man of importance opposed him 
with impunity. He had the consti- 
tution revised at will, extending his 
terth and obeying his desires. 

Irigoyen was a constitutional but 
not a normal ruler. He had oppo- 
sition in Congress, and newspapers 
denounced him if they wished. 
Instead of having been An office 
for 11 years straight, plus a 
previous term, as lLegnia had 
been, the Argentine executive 
had served only since 1928, 
having served a term before 
from 1916 to 1922. But he em- 
ployed extra-legal nfethods, send- 
ing commissions backed by sol- 
diers to replace State governments 
and deposing officials arbitrarily. 

Irigoyen wasereputed to be hon- 
est, while Leguia was accused of 
sending large sums of money 
abroad; but if Irigoyen was _  fre- 
fused money by his Congress he 
sometimes employed extra-legal 
methods securing funds from na- 
tional and private banks, leaving it 
to Congress to save the country’s 
credit. 

The financial depression of this 
year was the occasion rather than 
the cause of Leguia’s downfall. 
This was partly true in Argentina, 
but financial depression and the 
psychological effect of the Peru- 
vian revolt were more important 
factors. Two years ago Leguia 
should have read the signs of the 
times and not have been a candi- 
date for re-election. Even then 
numerous monuments erected to 
him earlier in his regime were be- 
ing mutilated and smeared with 
filth, but he merely ordered them 
taken down. 


Coalition Is 

Obvious Remedy. 

It is not probable that the net 
result of these revolutions will be 
unfavorable to the United States. 
At present in Peru in the reaction 
against everything Leguia-istic 
there is a wave of anti-Yankeeism 
and a strike is threatened against 
a large copper mine owned by 
North Americans. A demand for 
a financial reckoning with some 
companies enjoying concessions 
secured from Leguia is being made 
but the Peruvian people will not 
be misled by demagogery and will 
continue to absorb the normal 
amount of Yankee products on a 
purely business basis. 

In Argentina as a diplomatic 
offset to the loss of the personally 
friendly Leguia will be the gain of 
a leader not so cold to the United 
States as Irigoyen. Business in 
either case will be governed by 
economic rather than by political 
considerations. Of course, if ad- 
herents of Irigoyen should rally to 
his defense and civil wars similar 
to those of the days of Rosas, Mi- 
tre and Roca should develop, busi- 
ness would suffer a real setback. 

Since the cause of revolutions in 
South America is its heritage of 
extreme actions and reactions by 
dictatorial leaders in vindictive 
parties in lands lacking social soli- 
darity, the remedy naturally is con- 
ciliation of these parties and more 
social solidarity. If the party in 
Peru now led by Sanchez Cerro 
continues the traditional policy of 
persecuting enemies, and it pun- 
ishes the followers of Senor Leguia 
even as sternly as he did the Par- 
doists and Durands, when the peo- 
ple become tired of the new re- 
gime or a new financial crisis 
comes the outs may fight to be- 
come the ins. 

If Provisional President Uriburu 
of Argentina relentlessly pursues 
the Radical party leaders as did 
Rosas, the same will be true in 
Argentina and history will repeat 
itself, continuing this epidemic in- 
definitely. It is a most difficult 
poltical problem when what was 
supreme patrotism yesterday can 
become high treason tomorrow; 
that is the worst part of revolu- 
tions.

publican constitution is not to be 
feared despite the mighty gains of 
the radicals of the right. The 
Government coalition referred to 
above stands unconditionally for 
the Weimar constitution. Any up- 
rising against it would be put down 
by dependable police and if neces- 
sary by the Reichswehr. And at 
the same time such a majority 
guarantees the continuance of the 
foreign policies heretofore prevail- 
ing. Even if the National Socialists 
and the Communists should join 
hands with the German Nationals 
and the small parties in order to 
refuse further payments under the 
Young plan... they wouid have at 
the most 250 votes at their com- 
mand, whereas at least 290 would 
be necessary for a majority. It is 
almost beyond doubt that the for- 
mer policy of understanding is as- 
sured now as before by a majority 
in the Reichstag. For in addition 
to the German People's party and 
the Economic party, several of the 
small parties of the right will sup- 
port every measure that can help 
to insure peace. This goes without 
saying for the Center and Socialists 

Despite the monstrous agitation 
ef the radicals of the right and 


German Nationals, Germany's aiti- 
tude toward foreign countries has 
in no wise become more menacing 
than it was as the last Reichstag 
was constituted. The task of di- 
recting domestic policies and espe- 
cially of securing the passage of 
the important and urgently neces- 
sary financial and taxation meas- 
ures, will, however, present ex- 
traordinary difficulties in the new 
Reichstag and will make most un- 
usual demands on the abilities of 
the Government leaders. But the 
need of the hour will compel a 


good solution. 


“Oppression” by Allies. 

In any event, however, the at- 
tention of foreign countries and ¢€s- 
pecially the former Entente lands 
must again,.and again be directed 
to evil effects evoked by the unjust 
Treaty of Versailles which exceeds 
all bounds of fairness and by the 
monstrous payments of tribute 
which the Young plan imposed 
upon the German people—pay- 
ments which undesirably far ex- 
ceed its resources and abilities. 
People treated in such a measure- 
lessly exaggerated and unjust man-‘ 
ner cannot but be driven into the 
arms of radicalism and the result 
can show itself in absolute des- 
peration. 

Fortunately the foreign countries 
as is evidenced by repeated state- 
ments from authoritative economic 
circles, are also beginning more 
and more to realize that this con- 
tinuous Oppression of a civilized 
nation must be stopped, and that a 


unreasonable attitude of the 


more sensible apportioning of the 
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iiteiiaan of the war must be made. 
Even the victorious states are com- 
ing more and more to see that the 
bow was oyerstrained when the 
war indemities were imposed. It 
is to be hoped that this realization 
may very soon bring about de- 
cisions that correspond with justice 
and wisdom. This would not only 
be to Germany’s interest but also 
to the best interest of the victorious 
states. ae, <

DR. FH. STALEY TELLS 
OF ROVER SCOUTING 


Returns From Visit to British 
Isles Where He Studied 
Older Boys’ Group. 


4 two and one-half months’ 
study of Rover Scouting, an older 
boy activity without paralle] in 
United States scouting, was made 
during the summer by Dr. Forest 
H. Staley, scoutmaster of Troop 98 
of St. Roch’s Church, who re- 
turned two weeks ago from his 
second visit to te British Isles in 
as many years. Staley first be- 
came interested tn English scout- 
ing at the international scout jam- 
horee at Birkenhead, England, 
where he attended as a member of 
the St. Louis delegation. 


The Rover Scouts are an or- 
eanization of young men above 18 
years old. A part of the scout or- 
ganization, they have their own 
separate “crews,” corresponding 
to Boy Scout troops and Cub packs. 
The majority of the membership 
is composed of former Boy Scouts 
who have grown old enough to be- 
eome eligible. They wear a regu- 


lar uniform. 

The motto of the Rovers is 
“Service’—service both to. the | 
country at large and to scouts, | 
whom they assist as much as pos- | 
sible. In a sense, they act as coun- | 
sel and guides for the younger 
scouts. 

The British organization, there- 
fore, {s all-inclusive: the Cubs for 
hoys too young to become scouts, 
the Boy Scouts themselves and the 
Rovers for young men above 18. 
Each group has its own activities 
and program but ail co-aperate. 
The United States has Cubs and 
Boy Scouts, but nothing for older 
scouts but assistant scoutmaster 
commissions. 

During his visit, Dr. Staley at- 
tended an international Rover 
Moot at Glasgow, Scotland. The 
moot was similar to the interna- 
tional jamboree, Rovers being 
present from several nations. Sir 
Baden-Powell, founder of the boy 
scout movement, was guest of 
honor at the moot. 

Staley was accompanied back to 
St. Louis by an English scout, 
Scout Bert Hilder, who, with eight 
years” experience in British scout- 
ing. will become an assistant scout- 
master of Troop $8. On his last 
trip Staley brought back another 
snglish scout, Reginald Bonham, 
vho wished to come to America to 
‘udy medicine.

In its first confer- 
ence the committes decided . to 
make these requests of the real es- 
tate agents managing downtown 
properties, and of property owners: 

“1, Keep. windows of vacan 
premises clean, especially those on 
the first floor. 

“2. Do not permit anyone to 
place advertising posters in win- 
dows or on the exterior of vacant 
premises. 

“3. Agents for property in the 
congested district should agree on 
amaximum size for ‘For Lease’ 
signs, say, not to exceed 3 by 9 
feet. 

“4. Owners or agents should not 
permit tenants to place large mus- 
lin banners on the _ exterior of 
stores or on the upper floors of 
loft buildings. 

“5. When downtown stores are 
rented to temporary tenants, a 
clause should be inserted in the 
rental agreement making it neces- 
sary to get the approval of owners 
before placing any signs on the in- 
terior or exterior of the premises 
(temporary tenants usually plaster 
up store front with cheap, unsight- 
ly posters). 

“The Police Department should 
make every effort to prevent sign- 
posting agencies from tacking up 
or placing signs-in the downtown 
district, and something should be 
done, either by. ordinance or by 
asking the co-operation of down- 
tewn merchants, to stop sandwich 
men from parading the streets 
with banners advertising ‘going out 
of business sales," removals, etc., 
for these banners advertising ‘go- 
ing Out of business sales’ have been 
very harmful to high-class mer- 
chants and others interested in the 
development of the downtown dis- 
trict.”

BY MANUFACTURERS OF TIRES 


AKRON, _O., Sept. 20.—Fifteen 
manufacturers of tires and two 
mail order houses. dealing in tires, 
announced new merchandising 
methods today, designed to lay at 
rest charges of unfair practices. 

The companies announced they 
would abandon giving huge  dis- 
counts to owners of large motor 
car fleets and that they would 
edit advertising copy so that any 
message that might b: construed 
by the National Better Business 
Bureau as ‘‘misleading to the con- 
sumer or disparaging to compe- 
tition’ would be deleted. 

Among the companies are the 
Goodyear Tite and Rubber 
Co., B. F. Goodrich Co., Seiber- 
ling Rubber Co., General Tire and 
Rubber Co,, Fisk Rubber Co., 
United States Rubber Co., Sears, 
Roebuck & Co., and Montgomery, 
Ward & Co. 

For some time dealers have 
complained of inroads being made 
on their business by mail order 
houses, oil companies and chain 
stores. The manufacturers’ did 
not indicate whether they would 
comply with the further request of 
dealers that sales to large fleets 
be turned over to them.

According to present 
plans the plays will be given at 
intervals of about five weeks, the 
season running until the last part 
of May, :

‘‘Making of Great Nation” 
Is Theme—Events From 
Norsemen’s Voyages to 
Byrd’s Polar Flights to 
Be Depicted. 


HE history of America from 
T tx voyages of Leif Ericsson 

and’ Christopher Columbus to 
the achievements of Thomas Edi- 
son and Rear /dmiral Richard E. 
Byrd, will be depicted in the fifty- 
second Veiled Prophet parade to 
be held in St. Louis the evening of 
Tuesday, Oct. 7. 

“The Making of a Great Na- 
tion” is the subject of the pa- 
geant, planned as a sequel.to last 
year’s parade, which traced the 
history of St. Louis. In the de- 
signing of tke floats, historic ac- 
curacy has been emphasized be- 
cause of the educational value of 
the theme to the thousands of 
school children who will view the 
parade, 

The Veiled Prophet and his at- 
tendants will occupy the tradi- 
tional place on the second float, 
the first being the title float, with 
18-floats devoted to the portrayal 
of historic events. The Prophet's 
annual ball, which ushers in the 
autumn social season, will be held 
Wednesday evening Oct. 8 at 
the Coliseum. In the event of rain 
Tuesday evening, the parade will 
be postponed until Thursday. 

Descriptions of the 20 floats 
have been embodied in a folder to 
be distributed to schools and va- 
rious organizations this week.

ROUTE OF ¥. P. PARADE 
SAME AS LAST YEAR'S; 
6-MILE LINE OF MARCH 


HE Vetied Prophet parade, 
T Tuesday evening, Oct. 7, 
will follow the six-mile 

route adopted last year when 
Sarah street was substituted for 
Vandeventer avenue on the 
west. The parade ts scheduled 
to leave the den at Ranken and 
Laclede avenues at 7:15 p. m. 

The route will be: 

West on Laclede avenue to 
Sarah street. 

North on Sarah street to 
Olive street. 

East on Olive street to Jef- 
ferson avenue, 

North on Jefferson avenue to 
Washington avenue. 

East on Washington avenue 
to Broadway. 

South on Broadway to Olive / 
street. 

West on Olive street to Jef- 
ferson ‘avenue. 

South on Jefferson avenue to 
Market street. 

West on Market street to 
Ranken avenue. 


Prizes totaling $105 will be award- 
ed school children for essays on 
the parade. The descriptions fol- 
low: 


The Veiled Prophet—Fioat No. 1 
—Seated in a speeding chariot, un- 
der a canopy of red, purple and 
gold, surmounted by the imperial 
crown, is the Veiled Prophet. Clad 
in the robes of royal purple and 
holding in his hand the golden 
scepter and the orb, the monarch 
once again comes out of the East 
to greet his loyal subjects. On el- 
ther side of the chariot sits the 
four chief courtiers, the First High 
Priest, the Second High Priest, the 
Almoner and the Herald. The 
chariot is drawn through the clouds 
by four buffaloes, spurred on by a 
mounted warrior signaling with up- 
raised arm a rousing welcome. 

The NWorsemen—Float No. 2—The 
first navigators to set foot on the 
American continent were believed 
to have been the Norsemen, or 
Northmen—the early inhabitants of 
Norway, Sweden and Denmark. 

About 1000 a.band of these sea 
rovers, headed by Leif Ericsson, 
sailed along the coast of Newfound- 
land, Nova Scotia and New En- 
giand; Somewhere along the coast 
he was reported to have founded a 
colony which he called ‘’Vinland,”’ 
because of the large number of wild 
grapes growing there. 

Ericsson is shown in the float, 
sword and shield in hand, directing 
the efforts of his crew, which tugs 
valiantly at the long oars of the 
Viking ship under the shade of the 
old, billowing sail of the tiny craft. 
A lookout at the front of the craft, 
with spear in hand, peers ahead for 
a sight of the “‘new land.” 


Columbus at the Court of Spain— 

Float No. 3—lIn the fifteenth cen- 
tury, stories of Eastern wonders 
and the wealth of rich spices and 
choice silks had stimulated a desire 
to reach the Indies by a shorter 
route. Christopher Columbus, a 


Genoese by birth, proposed a bold} 


plan of reaching the eastern islands 
by sailing westward. 

The splendor of one of the most 
famous courts in history is repro- 
duced in this float. Seated on the 
throne are King Ferdinand and 
Queen Isabella. Before them stands 
Columbus, earnestly pleading for 
support for his little expedition. Be- 
hind the throne is a huge globe 
showing the earth as Columbus de- 
scribed it, while on either side of 
the throne are court attaches, sur- 
rounded by charts and navigation 
instruments. 

Landing of Columbus — Float 
No. 4—Leaving Palos, Spain, Co- 
lumbus’ fleet first bore southward 
to the Canary Islands inte the 
track of the east winds and then 
headed west. Finally, on the night 
of Oct. 11, Columbus, peering into 
the darkness, saw a light. Later, 
in the glow of the moon that had 
risen, a sailor on board the Pinta 
distinctly saw land ahead. When 
the light of morning came, Colum- 
bus prepared at once to go ashore. 
Dressed in a splendid military suit 
of scarlet, embroidered with gold, 
and followed by a retinue of offi- 
cers and men, bearing banners, Co- 
lumbus stepped on the soil of the 
new world at San Salvador, Fri- 
day, Oct. 12, 1492. Throwing him- 
self on the ground, he kissed the 
earth, and gave thanks to God.’ 

The lure of the _ tropics—its 
beauty and colorfulness is portray- 
ed in this float. Columbus is 
shown with sword in hand, laying 
claim to the territory for Spain. 
Gathered about him are his fol- 
lowers, one bearing the royal col- 
ors of Spain and another a huge 
cross. In the background lurks 
and Indian, while out at sea, lies, 
at anchor, the flagship of Colum- 
bus’ little fleet. 

The Pligrims—Fioat No. 5—Dur- 
ing the reign of Queen Elizabeth, 
a number of persons became dis- 
satisfied with the Church of En- 
giand. These dissenters became 
knewn either ag Puritans or Gep- 
aratists. . 

In the village of Scooby, the 
Separatists attempted to form 4 
church of their own. King James 
I regarded them as febels and per- 
secuted them. To escape these tor- 
ments, a group of these people fled 
to Holland. Fearing that their 
children would intermingie with 
the Dutch and soon forget thelr 
English customs, they finally de- 
cided to go.to America where they 
would establish a colony and gov- 


the Mayflower alone. After a 
stormy voyage, the party landed on 
the coast of Cape Ced. A group 
was sent out to explore the coast 
and a spot which had been named 
Piymouth chosen. Here they 
settled, forming & nucleus of Amer- 
ican civilizati 

The landing of these early ‘pio- 
neers is depicted on the float. One 
of the small boats, loaded with Pil- 
grims, is.shown, alongside the coast 
line. The waves lash the sides of 
the boat. Several men are seen. 
standing in the snow, helping their 
companions ashore, while others of 
the party, with muskets in hand, 
have started reconnoitering. 

The First Thanksgiving — Fioat 
No. 6 — The first winter: in this 
country proved an arduous one for 
the Pilgrim colony, the cold and 
lack of food reducing the original 
band to about half. Despite this, 
however, no thought was given to 
the question of returning to En- 
giand. Instead, the colonists im- 
mediately set to work preparing 
for spring planting. 


The feast of that first Thanka- 
giving is re-enacted on the float. 
Before a small, log hut is a jovial 
man carefuly carving a large tur- 
key. Gathered about him are peo- 
ple of the colony and members of 
Massaoit’s Indian tribe, feasting on 
the plenty of the land. Hanging 
from hooks is the wild game of 
the country, while strewn about 
the ground are pumpkins, squashes, 
fruits and other evidences of the 
agriculture produce of the land. 
John Smith and Pocahontas— 
Fioat No. 7 — Depicts a scene of 
barbaric splendor. John Smith, 
resigned to his fate, is tied to a 
stake, a fire burning at his feet. 
Indians in native tribal costumes 
are performing @ savage dance 
about him, while, in the  back- 
ground, Pocahontas is seen making 
a plea for Smith’s life to the tribal 
chief, who sits on a crude throne, 
surrounded by members of his 
tribe and implements of war. 
Pirates—Float No. 8—Aside from 
the ordinary perils of the sea, an

obstacle to ocean travel in olden 
days was the existence of pirates. 

The float shows a pirate ship, its 
“Jolly Roger” flying high at its 
mast and its wide sails straining 
before the wind. On the deck 
strut the swashbuckling members 
of the crew, dressed in finery 
plundered from merchantmen. The 
deck is piled high with gold, jew- 
els and other loot, taken from 
sacked cities and ships. 

Boston Tea Party—Float No. 9 
—Under the terms of the English 
Constitution, taxes could be im- 
posed only by representatives of 
the people. Having no representa- 
tives in Parliament, the Colonies 
contended that they could not be 
legally taxed by the mother coun- 
try. i 
England, however, insisted she 
had the sovereign right to make 
any laws she chose. Accordingly, 
Parliament passed a series of laws 
imposing taxes on the Colonies. 
The act aroused indignation among 
the colonists and they pledged 
themselves not to import any goods 
from England, Parliament, 
alarmed by the opposition, repealed 
all tax measures except the one 
on tea. 

England decided to make a test 
case of this. Large cargoes of tea 
were sent to various American 
ports. In Boston, men, disguised 
as Indians, boarded the tea ships, 
ripped open the boxes and emptied 
the contents into the harbor. 

A tea ship is shown tied up in 
Boston Harbor. American patriots 
are shown emptying chests of tea 
into the water. 

The Stocks — Float No. 10. — 
A vivid picture of the old New 
England stocks is presented. The 
stocks are well filled with offend- 
ers; most of whom pre:te:nt a ludi- 
‘crous appearance.

Franklin—Float No. 11—The life 
of Benjamin Franklin exemplies 
the spirit which gives to every one, 
no matter how lowly his start in 
life may be, the opportunity to at- 
tain fame and richess. 

The float presents a picture of 
Franklin in his print shop. Printers 
are shown laboriously turning out 
sheet after sheet of the Gazette on 
the crude press. A compositor 
hunches over his font, setting type, 
letter by letter, while behind him 
are workmen scrutinizing a copy of 
the paper. Behind the small press 
is a large scale reproduction of the 
Gazette, and in the background is 
the entrance of Franklin's little 
“Printery and Bookshop.” Several 
large volumes of books, illustrative 
of Franklin’s work, appear in front 
of the door of “Ye Printery.”’ 

Paul Revere—Float No. 12— 
The midnight ride is graphically 
presented. Paul Revere, astride his 
galloping horse, is shown dashing 
through the streets of Boston, rous- 
ing the countryside. In the back- 
ground is the Old North Church. 

Declaration of Independence— 
Float No. 13—First steps to- 
ward American independence were 
Aaken in June, 1776, At a 
meeting of Congress, held in In- 
dependence Hall, Richard Henry 
Lee of Virginia offered a resolu- 
tion which provided that “these 
United. Colonies are, and of right 


ought to be, free and independent | 


states.” The resolution was see- 
onded by John Adams of Massa- 
chusetts, and, on July 2, it..was 
passed. A committee, headed by

draw up a Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, The declaration was 
drafted by Jefferson and on July 4, 
1776, it was adopted by Congress. 

John Hancock, the president of 
Congress, was the first to sign the 
document. He was followed by 
each of the 56 other delegates, and, 
with the completion of that act, the 
13 American colonies of Great 
Britain ceased to exist and in their 
stead stood a new nation—the 
United States of America. 

On the float, John Hancock is 
seen seated behind the little desk 
on which Hes tne document which 
the various members of Congress 
are signing. Behind Hancock is a 
large scale reproduction of the 
Declaration and in the background 
is picturesque Independence Hall. 
Washington Crossing the Dela- 
ware—Float No. 14—George Wash- 
ington’s crossing of the Delaware 
River in the dead of winter, in a 
blinding snowstorm ranks not only 
as one of the most daring coups of 
the Revolutionary War, but of all 
military history as well. 

The float shows Washington 
standing in the prow of a small 
boat, which members of his army 
are trying valiantly to push through 
the icy waters. The boat is sur- 
rounded by large blocks of ice 
overhead floats the stars and 
stripes. 

Betsy Ross—Float 
1752, the eighth child was born to 
a Quaker family In Philadelphia 
and was named Elizabeth. Betsy, 
as she came to be familiarly known, 
was later married to John Ross and 
at the age of 24 was left a widow. 
While working in her little up- 
holstery shop one day, she was 
viisted by Gen, Washington, Robert 
Morris (wealthy Philadelphia bank- 
er and financier of the American 
Revolution) and George Ross, un- 
cle of her husband and a signer of 
the Declaration of Independence. 
Washington explained that a flag 
was needed to show the growing 
spirit of Americanism. Showing 
her a rough sketch which he had 
made—a square flag with 13 stripes 
of red and white, and 13 stars in 
blue canton—he asked her opinion 
of it. Betsy suggested the propor- 
tions be changed and that changes 
be made in the general design. This 
was agreed to and she was commis- 
sioned to do the job. 

Not knowing just how to make a 
flag, Betsy went to an old Scotch 
shipping merchant and borrowed a 
ship’s flag. Using this as a guide, 
she fashioned the stars and stripes. 
To try the effect, the flag was run 
up to the peak of one of the ves- 
sels on the Delaware River, and: the 
result was so pleasing that on the 
Same day the flag was carried to 
Congress and approved. 

Betsy is seen on the float engaged 
in sewing the flag, aided by several 
other women. Draped flags sur- 
round them, while in the back- 
ground is a shield consisting of 
the stars and stripes. 

Fremont and Kit Carson— 
Float No. 16—One of the most ro- 
mantic episodes in. American his- 
tory deals with the “winning of the 
West."" One of the foremost of 
these pioneers was Gen. John Fre-— 
mont, who was commissioned by 
the government to lead several ex- 
peditionary parties. To him goes 
much of the credit for charting the 
region west of the Mississippi 
River. . 

Before the first of these expedi- 
tions set out from St. Louis, in 
1842, Fremont, by chance met Kit 
Carson, the most famous. of the 
hard-fighting frontiersmen of the 
day. 

The float depicts Fremont and 
Carson in the desert on one of 
their numerous expeditions, Fre- 
mont astride a horse is shown sur- 


tion is to follow, while Carson, 
garbed in the deerskin dress of 
the frontiersman, is pointing the 
way. In the background are large 
cactuses and a covered wagon 
bearing supplies for the expedition. 
lincoln and Douglas — Float 
No. 17 — In 1857, unrest, en- 
gendered by agitation of the slavery 
question, was making itself felt in 
many parts of the United States. 
One of the most famous partici- 
pants in discussions of the issue 
was Stephen Douglas, Senator from 
Illinois, of pro-slave tendencies. 
Few had the temerity-to face him 
in debate. 

But there was one man who had 
such courage. It was Abraham 
Lincoln. Out of quiet = seclusion 
from public life, he camé to con- 
test with Douglas in the election 
for Senator. In seven debates, car- 
ried on all over the State, he chal- 
lenged the déctrines propounded by 
Douglas. The float shows these 
two participants in one of the de- 
bates.

Each year she was summoned to the 
city tax department and questioned. 
Where was her legal, taxable home? 
What real and personal property did 
she have? Always she appeared with a 
little battered handbag, which she in- 
sisted was all the personal property 
she had, at least in New York City. 
From time to time she owned small 
parcels of real estate, and she paid 
taxes on these grudgingly enough. 
Pinned down by her questioners, she 
would admit that her legal home was 
the village of Bellows Falls in the 
township of Rockingham, Vermont. All 
her personal property was there. And 
that—as far as the New York tax col- 
lectors were concerned—-was that. 

About this time the listers of Rock- 
ingham surprised Hetty by assessing 
her possessions in Bellows Falls and 
vicinity at several millions, or so the 
investigators insist. Hetty and her law- 
yers hastened to Vermont to protest. 
Having heard tales of the woman's 
fortune and denials in New York, no 
doubt, the listers were obdurate. Then 
Hetty played a trump, declaring that 
she would pay no such assessment, and 
that if the town persisted she would 
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leave forever, disposing of every bit 
of property she had there. The result 
was immediate. The listers, lest they 
lose everything, agreed that from that 
day forth they would not tax the Green 
estate of millions at more than $100,- 
000 personal and $12,000 real prop- 
erty! 

Hetty Green returned to New York, 
to her round of living in cheap flats 
in Brooklyn or Hoboken, some-

ND it provided, likewise, that 
A Colonel Green should be sole ex- 

ecutor, and that he be not re- 
quired to make any public accounting 

or, in other words, bare the se- 
crets of the fortune. The will was filed 
for probate in Bellows Falls, and, since 
Vermont law exempts from inheritance 
or estate tax property bequeathed to 
son or daughter, the vast estate was 
subject only to a tax of $1250 on the 
$25,000 in outside bequests. 

The State of New York, holding 
that Hetty Green was in fact a resi- 
dent and did business there, sued to 
collect a transfer tax of $4,000,000. 
But Hetty Green’s heirs proved to the 
satisfaction of Surrogate Fowler that 
she was not and never had heen a 
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legal resident of any 
place save Bellows 
Falls. And as for 
business, the Court 
held that since Het- 
ty Green had no 
personal office, that 
since she did not do 
a loan business with 
the general public, 
she could not be 
said to have done 
business in New 
York under the law. 
In other words, the 
strange old woman 
had run her original 
inheritance of $5.,- 
000,000 into at least 
$67,000,000 in Wall 
street—-but was not 
in business in New 
York State. 

The State of New York then assessed 
Colonel Green, who had one of his 
many homes in New York City, and 
Mrs. Wilks, who had a residence there, 
too, on their inherited fortunes. Col- 
onel Green swore he was not a res- 
ident in the legal sense, and the as- 
sessment was canceled. Mrs. Wilks 
likewise denied legal residence, but 
admitted possession of personal prop- 
erty worth $42,700 in the city. On 
this she paid a tax until 1921, when, 
in effect, she swore she had removed 
her property, and the assessment was 
marked off. In 1926 the two trust 
funds were paid to the heirs, and the 
Rockingham tax was cut to the levy 
on the old Green homestead. 

But the thing would not down. If 
Rockingham slept for a time, others 
did not. A Boston reporter and a de- 
tective interested themselves in the 
Green estate. Old records and musty 
documents gradually yielded up, they 
declare, the fact that while Hetty 
Green was permitted to pay*tax on 
$112,000 she was in reality liable to 
a tax on millions in Vermont. 

On the basis of these findings the 
listers of Rockingham assessed the 
Green estate for $335,000,000 for 
1930. At the next town meeting there 
were submitted on behalf of the estate 
and Colonel Green affidavits declaring 
that the entire estate had been dis- 
tributed according to the terms of the 
will and there was not now in Rock- 
ingham—the home Hetty claimed 80 
long——any of her taxable property.

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“Cemeteries Represent a Frightful 
Waste of Land,” 


Says Dr. Frederick 


By a Special Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch Sunday Magazine. 


BOSTON. 
INCE the days of the later Homo 
Neanderthalis, there is evidence 
that man disposed of his dead 
through burial in the ground, a 
rite which was attended with respect 
and ceremony. 

Then came the Aryan peoples, who 
burned their dead, a custom still pre- 
served in India. But not until they were 
on the verge of history did they, like 
their predecessors, the Iberians, be- 
gin building stone houses in which to 
preserve the ashes of their ancestors. 

With the ancient beginnings of civ- 
{lization in Sumeria and Egypt, a man 
bethought himself of the idea of pre- 
serving for all time the bones of his 
illustrious dead in tombs and huge 
mausoleums, 

Down through the long roll of the 
ages burial customs among various 
races at different stages of their his- 
tory have been the subject of deep 
study by social research workers. 
Through such” study considerable 
light has been shed upon man’s cul- 
tural and religious development. While 
religious beliefs are in part responsible 
for certain customs attending burial, 
there can be no dovbt that man’s dis- 
posal of his dead is determined chief- 
ly by inherited fears, superstitions 
and sentiments. 

But now comes forward Dr. Freder- 
ick L. Hoffman of Wellesley Hills, 
Massachusetts, a noted figure in the 
world of sociological and economic re- 
search, with the suggestion that the 
coastwise cities of the North Atlantic 
seaboard dispose of their dead through 
burial in the sea. 

And linked with this novel and rad- 
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ical departure from cus- 
toms almost as old as 
known time, are huge 
funeral barges, cement cof- 
fins and regularly appoint- 
ed days for’. wholesale 
burials, with appropriate 
religious rites. 

In view of the ever-increasing de- 
mand of the living millions of the 
North Atlantic coastal region for land, 
Dr. Hoffman protests that burial. in 
the ground or the consignment of hu- 
man remains ‘‘in perpetuity’’ to tombs 
and huge mausoleums is an economic 
absurdity. 

One cannot dismiss lightly the sug- 
gestions of one who, in his day, as 
chief statistician and vice presiden. of 
the Prudential Insurance Company, not 
to say anything of his standing as a 
student of political and social sciences, 
has devoted time and study to the pro- 
blem of interment of the dead in large 
cities. 

In discussing his proposed refarm 
of burial customs for the populous 
centers along the North Atlantic coast 
the noted sociologist observed:

of man’s socio-economic and po- 
litical problems have been in 
some way or other linked with the 
right to use and enjoy the land. It is 


_ the living who have a prior right to 


the land, and not the dead. 

“With the natural increase in pop- 
ulation along the upper stretches of 
the Atlantic seaboard, especially in 
the cities of Boston, New York, Phil- 
adeiphia and Baltimore, the final dis- 
posal of dead bodies is soon to become 
a problem of no small import. There 
can be no-questioning of the fact that 
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these four cities, as well as others be- 
tween Charleston, South Carolina, and 
Portland, Maine, are now reaching a 
point of cemetery saturation. 

“‘And the only solution of this prob- 
lem, as I see it, is burial at sea.’’ 

Notwithstanding, that cremation, as 
carried on today, has the indorsement 
of health authorities, Dr. Hoffman 
does not believe that this method of 
disposal of the dead will meet the 
problem of cemetery saturation, or, as 
he puts it, ‘continuing land waste.’’ 

“As my suggestion has to do chiefly 
with the social and economic advan- 
tages of burial at sea, I shall not enter 
into any general discussion concerning 
cremation,” the socidlogist said. 

“For sentimental reasons, I am 
afraid cremation wil never become 
popular with the great mass of the 
people. There are also religious objec- 
tions to this method of disposal of the 
dead. To those of a kindly and delicate 
nature the idea has certain repellent 
features. The finer sentiments of many 
people revolt at the destruction of the 
body of a loved person by fire. There 
is also a subconscious horror, in con- 
nection with what many regard aé@ the 
absolute severance of all ties with 
their dead.” 

“What about the ashes, preserved 
in an urn, will they not keep the mem- 
ory of the dead alive?’’ interrupted 
the writer. 

“Yes, the idea is all very well in its 
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way,’ agreed Dr. Hoffman in a sort of 
half-hearted fashion. ‘‘Frequently the 
ashes are put in costly urns and pre- 
served by the family, but such is not 
always the fate of the burned rem- 
nants of a dead man. Through the 
complexities of life in these modern 
days, with family unity disappearing, 
the ashy remembrances of ancestors 
have a queer way of vanishing. It is 
not unusual for the ‘ashes of the dead’ 
to turn up in the most unexpected of 
places—-junk shops, garbage heaps and 
municipal dump piles. 

‘‘Again, I have known of many a sil- 
ver urn emptied of its ashy contents, 
only to find its way to a pawnbroker 
for the value of the metal. 

“Also bear this fact in mind, there 
is nothing held in lower esteem by 
many ‘in-laws’ than the ashes of their 
departed ‘in-laws.’ 


CC . T ALL events, I shall leave in- 


structions—-in fact, I have al- 
ready issued them—that my 
remains are not to be cremated. If it 
can be arranged, I hope to be buried 
at sea in a cement coffin. I may be 
too early for a funeral barge. But the 
day of the municipal funeral barge for 
cities such as Boston and New York 
and Philadelphia is not as distant, 
in my opinion, as some are inclined 
to believe.”’ 
Dr. Hoffman declared that in an- 
cient times funeral barges were often

used and made a part of 
great ceremonial occa- 
sions. He pointed out, 
however, that they were 
simply employed for the 
conveyance of the dead 
from one spot to another. 

“These ancient funeral 
barges,” went on Dr. 
Hoffman, “did not ven- 
ture out to sea to dispose 
of the dead. And yet I 
can conceive of no more 
impressive method of 
burial than this highly 
dignified method of disposal. 

“It is not difficult to conceive of a 
more readily practical arrangement 
which, in the first place, would pro- 
vide a funeral barge or a specially con- 
structed vessel, appropriately decorat- 
ed with mourning corresponding to or- 
dinary funeral arrangements. 

“The dead could be incased in ce- 
ment coffins and possibly from 30 to 
60, or more, burials could be carried 
out at the same time. The vessels 


- would have openings at the bottom, 


Operated by automatic appliances, si- 
lently disposing of the coffins at the 
proper moment. A feature of the 
funeral barges would be a chapel, 
maybe two or three chapels, so that 
each religious faith would have a place 
in which to recite the prayers for 
the dead. 

“Some 50 miles out at sea, the 
funeral service could be conducted 
with the utmost solemnity and, un- 
known to anyone present, the heavy 
cement coffins would slide into their 
watery graves. 

“What a contrast this would be to 
the ordinary earth burial or consign- 
ment to a tomb or mausoleum! 

“What a different effect it would 
have on the mind to think of the dead 
at rest on the ocean floor, possibly 
several thousand feet below the sur- 
face and safe against the risk of dis- 
interment years hence.”’ 

Dr. Hoffman was emphatic in de- 
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claring the final disposal of dead bod- 
les was already an acute community 
problem. He said the day was not far 
distant when the cities along the North 
Atlantic seaboard would be face to face 
with the very same burial problems 
which some of the older and more pop- 
ulous communities of Europe have 
been forced to meet. 

“‘As Boston, New York and Philadel- 
phia have about reached the point of 
cemetery saturation, I feel safe in pre 
dicting that, unless these great cities 
find another way of disposing of their 
dead, we shall see trench buria! in th 
United States. 

‘In the densely populated centers 
Europe temporary interment is 10 
only common, but the usual practice 
Only the wealthy can afford 
chase graves in perpetuity.

~~) HE world has long 

believed that Gen- 

eral Fernandez Sil- 

vestre died in the 

massacre of his 

Spanish army in 

Morocco. History

post. at Anual was overwhelmed in 

1921 by Riffs under Abd el Krim, 

who then proceeded to slaughter 16,- 

000 of the 19,000 soldiers of the panic 
stricken column. 

But a new story of the General's 
fate has recently come out of the hills 
of Southern Morocco. Silvestre was 
taken prisoner in the Anual fight, ac- 
cording to this account, and was carr 
ried off to be a slave for his captors. 
The haughty Spaniard, whose slight is 
said to have turned Abd el Krim into 
a rebel, may still be toiling under the 
lash of a Moorish master in some re- 
mote fastness in the Atlas Mountains. 

The story, brought back by a sur- 
vivor of the 1921 massacre, has caused 
a disconcerting stir in Spain. It has 
revived the memory of a disaster to 
Spanish arms which had serious po- 
litical consequences—a disaster for 
which General Damaso Berenguer, 
present Prime Minister, accepted 
blame and imprisonment but for which 
King Alfonso is said to have been re- 
sponsible. The defeat precipitated the 
governmental upheaval culminating 
in creation of the Military Directory, 
headed by General Primo de Rivera. 

The tragedy of General Silvestre, 
whether one of death or captivity, is 
one of the dramatic events in the 
game of empire Spain has played in 
Northern Africa. For centuries Spain 
has poured out blood and treasure in 
efforts to pacify that wild, rocky, 
blazing hot zone along the coast known 
as the Riff. In 1919 the General Staff 
at Madrid finally decided to make a 
supreme effort to quell opposition to 
Spanish rule once for all. 

Armies started out bravely from the 
base at Melilla, to be picked off man 
after man by unseen Riffian snipers 
hidden behind huge boulders. Many 
blockhouses, generally without water, 
were built along the bloody trail. It 
was a heart-breaking warfare. The Rif- 
fians wore dusty gray robes of the 
Saine color as the rocky hills, could 
subsist on a handful of dried grapes, 
and were not encumbered by baggage 
trains. Like invisible hornets, they 
buzzed around the tired Spanish col- 
umns day and night, stealing pack 
mules and poisoning the water sup- 
plies when they could do no greater 
damage. 


FTER many months General Sil- 
A vestre with his command 
reached a point near Anual, 
about 150 miles south of Melilla, and 
then a question arose as to whether he 
should go farther into the zone. 
General Berenguer, High Commis- 
sioner or Military Governor of the ter- 
ritory, told Madrid that the column 
was getting into a tight place and 
strongly opposed any further advance. 
The aged General Valeriano Wey- 
ler took a similar view. As they 
suspected, word had spread from tribe 
to tribe that the Spaniards were walk- 
ing into a trap, and that there would 
be rich booty. A new leader named 
Abd el Krim, once a Spanish partisan, 
had risen up in the Riff and secured a 
remarkable ascendancy over the tribes- 
men. Under his cunning command, the 
Riffians were opposing only slight 
resistance to the Spanish column, fall- 
ing back steadily, and keeping well out 
of sight. But behind the interminable 
masses of boulders, thousands of pairs 
of beady eyes were watching the in- 
vaders and awaiting the fatal moment. 
At this juncture, King Alfonso, anx- 
fous to put an end to the costly cam- 
paign, intervened and ordered Genera! 
Silvestre to continue his march. 
Several days later, on July 22, 1921. 
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Abd el Krim and his hordes 

attacked, wiping out the 

outpost at Anual and mas- 

sacring most of the rest 

of the army as it fled. The 

Riffians must have closed 

in on the army from all 

sides, probably at night. Of- 

ficers and privates, Span- 

iards and native partisans, 

were shot or knifed. The 

handful of rearguards who 

escaped were pursued to 

the very gates of Melilla, 

150 miles in the rear. Abd 

el Krim not only captured 

nearly 20,000 rifles with 
cartridges, but ai large 

quantity of machine guns, 

field guns and other ma- 

terial, as well as a large amount of 
money. The details of this slaughter 
filtered out so slowly, due to a strict 
censorship, that the world never rea- 
lized the full extent of it. 


HE bodies of General Silvestre 

and his staff officers could not 
be found. The General's son made 

a very thorough but vain search, and 
came to the conclusion that Silvestre 
and his aids had been carried off 
alive, either as slaves or for ransom. 
The mystery was never cleared up. 
Both the French and Spanish intelli- 
gence services sent spies into the un- 
pacified regions of Morocco, hoping to 
discover some clew to the fate of the 
officers, but the spies returned baffled.

With Captain H. E. Honeywell,

Major Lambert has many photo- 
graphs of those early flying days.

This 
event, which was highly successful and 
without a single casualty, attracted a 
great deal of attention to St. Louis. It 
was one of the reasons why Lindbergh 
came to the city to start his flying 
career. 

Major Lambert says that five min- 
utes after he met young “Slim” Lind- 
bergh—this was at least 18 months 
before the flight—nhe realized that 
here was a potentially great pilot. He 
realized’ this principally because of the 
way in which Lindbergh used his 
hands, the deft, unerring movements, 
the surety of touch. 

‘Just watch what a man does with 
his hands,’’ Major Lambert says, ‘‘and 
you can tell. Watch the way he picks 
up a box of matches or a pencil. If 
he’s clumsy, uncertain, if he fumbles, 
then he’s probably no flyer.” 


VEN before the flight to Paris 
| eee proposed,’ Lambert inter- 

ested himself in Lindbergh's ca- 
reer. He liked- the boy and saw 
in him a pluperfect flyer. Then 
one day in December Lindbergh 
came to Major Lambert's office on 
Kingshighway and_ settled himself 
nervously in a chair, leaned forward 
with a look half shy good nature, half 
serious, and began to talk about the 
thing he wanted to do most in the 
world. He wanted to get a new Bel- 
lanca airplane, make 
an endurance flight to 
prove its merit and 
then fly to Paris in it 
to win the Orteig prize 
of $25,000. He had 
been to several other 
people for backing, he 
explained, but they 
hadn’t thought much 
of the ideas Major 
Lambert was convinced 
that Lindbergh could 
do what he had deter- 
mined to do. It was this 
conviction, amounting 
almost to faith, and 
an initial check for 
$1000: which started 
the fund for purchase 
of the Spirit of St. 
Louis. 

There were many 
hitches. No sort of 
agreement could be 
reached with the Bel- 
lanea people, so it was 
decided to get a Ryan- 
Mahoney plane. Going 
through his papers the 
other day, Major Lam- 
bert came upon a let- 
ter, a curiously formal 
and schoolboyish let- 
ter, from Lindbergh, 
then in San Diego 
supervising  construc- 
tion of his plane. Dated 
March 9, 1927. it is as 
follows: 

“As you already 
know, we were unable 
to meet the terms im- 
posed by the Bellanca 
organization and con- 
sequently placed our 


another he. pro- 
moted. In 1910 
St. Louis saw the first big meet for 
airplanes The following year Major 
Lambert established the first air mail 
route, flying the plane himself be- 
tween Kinloch, Missouri, and Fair- 
ground Park, a distance of about 20 
miles. He carried more than 100,000 
pieces of mail in the week the route 
existed That same year there was 
another air meet. Arch 
Hoxsey, one of the pilots, ; 
took Theodore Roosevelt 
on his first airplane ride 
at Kinloch Field. Lam- 
bert flew with a group of 
nine aviators known as 
the ‘Death Reel.”’ They 
circled the field in for- 
mation, a stunt that fair- 
ly knocked the crowd out 
of the bleachers, so new 
and unique was it then. 
jut a year or so later 
Major Lambert was dis- 
couraged about the fu- 
ture of aviation. In an 
interview which he does 
not now remember, he 
said: 
“Aviation today is not 
considered a sport. It is 
too deadly. Gill, Hoxsey, 
Parmalee, Johnstone, 
Welsh, Drew and Lillie 
are gone. Today there 
are two qualified avi- 
ators who are not de- 
pendent on the business 
for a living——Clifford 
Harmon and myself, and 


we have both quit flying.”’ 

But if he quit it was only for a short 
time. And if he was pessimistic, it 
was not for very long. He played a 
large part in organizing the Missouri 
Aeronautical Reserve Corps. With 
the entrance of America into the war 
he was placed in charge of a balloon 
school, with the rank of Major, first 


at St. Louis, later at San Antonio, 
Texas. Some 350 balloon pilots were 
trained in his school during the war. 
Chiefly they learned the uses of the 
Caquot balloon, the principal observa- 
tion type. Everything he had learned 
about the science of aeronautics 
and the uses of the balloon 
through years of experiment he gave 


order with the Ryan 
Aircraft Corp. of San Diego. 

“The Ryan people are pushing our 
plane ahead of all others and have the 
fuselage framework completed. 

“The Wright Aero Corp. is giving 
us a special Whirlwind motor and 
sending one of their engineers to the 
West coast to install it. 

“Due to the time required to build 
the plane, we will have to 
postpone the endurance 
flight until after the St. 
Louis-Paris hop.

“That last paragraph is 
the one,” says Major 
Lambert. “‘It doesn't have 
any ifs in it at all. It 


simply says ‘after the St. 
Louis-Paris hop.’ That's 
the way we all felt 
about it.” 

The Lindbergh flight 
was made to order for one 
of Major Lambert's prac- 
tical plans. It served as 
an excellent springboard 
for the launching of the 
municipal airport project. 
it was a scheme the Ma- 
jor had been hatching for 

15 years. He used the 
swelling flood of glory 
that rolled about Lind- 
bergh as a means of prod- 
ding St. Louis’ civic pride. 
Long before any official 
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action was taken he had his own archi- 
tects and engineers draw up complete 
plans for a modern airport. He even 
had one of those handsome drawings 
made that was to show just how the 
field would look when completed. The 
part he played in securing the airport 
for St. Louis is well remembered. He 
fought for it, tolled for it, spent his 
money freely for it. 

It happens that a nation-wide sys- 
tem of airporte fits in beautifully with 
his ideas on national defense. He re- 
gards a municipal airport, paid for by 
the taxes of the community, as a form 
of subsidy for aviation. 

‘“‘In England the Government in 1929 
subsidized the commercial transport 
companies to the extent of $1,800,000. 
These commercial companies have 400 
trained pilots in their service. All these 
pilots are enrolled in the air service 
Thus, the British Government gets pi- 
lots trained on the commercial airways 
tor very little. In France it is the 
same. Germany gives her commercial! 
air line a $1,400,000 subsidy. 

‘‘But we just won't doit. We think 
our air lines should get along without 
a subsidy. That's why I feel that mu- 
nicipal airports somewhat make up for 
this. The commercial companies use 
these ports at little or no cost. It is 
one item of overhead removed. If they 
had to build their own airports, they 
couldn't operate at all.’’ 

As it is, Major Lambert feels that 
commercial aviation in this country is 
absolutely stalemated. He gets busy 
with his pencil again and draws a 
chart. His diagram shows how the 
passenger lines always come back to 
the same point in their efforts to get 
on a paying basis. More passengers, 
more revenue, but less speed. Then 
another motor must be added to step 
the speed up to the previous level, and 
promptly the overhead mounts. In all 
these manipulations the safety factor 
is left unchanged. 

“There must be,’’ he says, ‘‘a rad- 
ical change in the evolution of plane 
design. The safety factor can't be ig- 
nored any longer. There are 85 com- 
panies manufacturing airplanes in this 
country today. In two years there'll 
probably be five. There isn't a con- 
sistent demand for any. type of plane.” 

He points out that even such safety 
devices as are known are little used. 
One such is the Hadley-Paige slot, 
which prevents the plane from slipping 
into a tail spin under most conditions. 
There is a royalty on the use of this, 
and. furthermore, it cuts down the 
speed of the plane. The insistent 
stressing of speed is all wrong, in Ma- 
jor Lambert’s opinion. He thinks the 
commercial passenger plane should be 
content with a moderate speed. 


HAT he points to with a mod- 
VV est degree of pride these 
days is the hangar being built 


on Lambert-St. Louis Fieid _ (for 
the air unit of the Thirty-fifth Divi- 
sion National Guard. Lambert was 
largely instrumental in securing $82,- 
000 from the city for the new 
hangar. He brought well-known mill- 
tary and naval men here, General Sum- 
merall, General Patrick, Admiral Mof- 
fett. They all made earnest speeches 
on behalf of the hangar. When it is 
finished it will be the finest of its 
kind in the country, Lambert says. 
And now more.recently he has suc- 
ceeded in securing an appropriation of 
$42,000 from the city for a hangar for 
the naval reserve. 

“No,” he says in response to a 
question, “‘] have no faith in peace 
movements. It's a matter of econom- 
ies, not ideas or theories.’ 

Major Lambert is singularly mild in 
appearance for one who holds such 
militant views. He has none of the 
bluster or nigh-flown talk of the jingo. 
His face has an almoat shy expres- 
sion. He looks out from quiet, intro- 
spective eyes. Children like him, pos- 
sibly because he is so very good at 
thinking up new games. And he 
spends a great deal of time in the eve- 
nings with certain of the very young 
members of the Lambert clan. 

Just at present he is tanned to an 
even, warm brown. From a month or 
more under the California sun. From 
Santa Barbara he went to the air races 
at Chicago. A big air meet is rather 
like a homecoming for the Major. He 
invariably sees dozens of his friends 
and associates in the flying game. They 
pay him the respect due an old and 
experienced pilot. At Chicago he spent 
two hours with Colonel and Mrs. Lind- 
bergh in the judges’ stand, beyond the 
gaze of the crowds. From Chicago he 
went to Cleveland, where he was in 
charge of the international balloon 
races. This, too, was in the nature of 
a reunion. Back at his office certain 
projects for the future were picked up 
where they had been dropped. He ia 
in the flying game for life, he says.

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Economist Proposes a General Burial at 


survey of funeral costs. In a special 
report by Director Gebhart the warn- 
ing was sounded that within another 
generation the United States would be 
forced to adopt the burial customs of 
the older cities of Europe—temporary 
interment with disinterment after a 
Stated period of years. Graves in per- 
petuity would be only for the affluent. 

In reviewing the socio-economic and 
political aspects of the burial prob- 
lem in connection with the rights of 
the living to use and enjoy the land 
Dr. Hoffman said: 

“There is a limit to the extent to 
which any community can go in pre- 
serving properly the ever increasing 
number of graves. Sooner or later 
there must be the same radical change 
in public views concerning this matter 
as there has been in regard to the for- 
mer practice of interring the bodies of 
the dead in churches, or within the 
confines of densely populated cities. 


COT es cemeteries of today rep- 
. resent a frightful waste of 
‘land, in that one-third only of 
the area is used for actual burial pur- 
poses, while the remaining two-thirds 
is taken up in parks, roads, lagoons 
and expensive landscaping.”’ 

Dr. Hoffman also called attention to 
the fact that the growth of the idea 
that the purchase of a burial lot should 
also provide for reasonable care and 
upkeep, resulted in another item of ex- 
pense that could not be ignored. He 
said land devoted to cemetery purpos- 
es became sterile and after use en- 
tailed an ever-growing charge in up- 
keep. 

“In Boston, New York and Phila- 
delphia there are quite a few aban-

doned cemeteries in the most populous 
neighborhoods of those cities. These 
vast areas, if used for housing pur- 
poses, would, in a measure, help to 
solve the problem of overcrowding 
among the poor, or return a large ben- 
efit to the public health, if used for 
recreation. 

“The acquisition of further land for 
burial ground projects, owing to post- 
war conditions,’’ he continued, ‘‘has 
become increasingly expensive—and 
cemetery organizations, whether pub- 
lic, quasi-public, mutually operated 
or privately conducted for profit, are 
now obliged to purchase land far out- 
side the corporate areas they serve. 
Within the last few years the tendency 
of suburban communities has been to 
vote down the huge cemetery projects 
of the large cities. 

‘‘Boston is, indeed, a case in point; 
practically all of its dead are buried 
outside the corporate limits of that 
city. And New York’s position is 
not a whit different from that of Bos- 
ton, and Philadelphia and a _ few 
other coastal! cities are in a somewhat 
similar predicament. 

‘“‘New York City, with an approxi- 
mate population of 7,000,000, has 
around 80,000 deaths every year. Bos- 
ton—not Greater Boston—has within 
its small and cramped area about 800,- 
000 people, with somewhere near 
12,000 deaths annually. These two 
cities are increasing in population, and 
by the same token their deaths are in- 
creasing. 

“Well, where, in time, are Boston 
and New York, not to mention others 
such as Philadelphia, Baltimore, Proy- 


idence and Portland, going to bury 
their dead? 

“They certainly cannot continue 
using indefinitely adjacent territory as 
burying grounds. There is no telling 
when communities ‘ike Cambridge, 
Brookline, Malden, Everett and Hing- 
ham, all large and growing cities, may 
say to Boston: ‘You can no longer 
bury your dead in our midst!’ 

“‘And the ring of small towns and 
cities about New York may take a 
similar attitude toward that ever-ex- 
panding metropolis. 

“The ultimate outcome of the pres- 
ent land-consuming method of earth 
burial is none too pleasant to visual- 
ize. Countless acres of immensely val- 
uable land near every large city are 
needed to meet the ever-growing de- 
mands for the interment of the dead— 
but the day is near at hand when a 
ban will be placed on such lands for 
cemetery purposes. 

“Costly mausoleums are being erect- 
ed as a solution of the burial prob- 
lems of large cities, but soon the liv- 
ing will rise up and say that these tem- 
ples of the dead cannot encroach upon 
the domains which we have dedicated 
to home and family and community. 

“So, after all, it seems to me that 
burial at sea offers the only solution 
of the problem of the North Atlantic 
coastal cities, the disposal of their 
dead. There is nothing opposed to the 
most profound respect for the dead in 
this simple and relatively inexpensive 
method of disposal Burial at sea, in 


the event of death on shipboard, has 
been a common practice throughout 
the ages and has met every considera- 


tion of respect for the sentiments of 
those present and relatives. 

“Cement coffins would absolutely 
protect the body against injury and 
disturbance, and would go a long way 
in the reduction of funeral costs. 

“Again, wholesale burials on regu- 
larly appointed days would do away 
with the long funeral corteges that 
now pass through crowded city streets, 
with disruption of traffic. The plan 
of wholesale burials would not mean 
abandoning funeral services at the 
church, for these ceremonies would be 
held before sending the body to the 
funeral barge. On the funeral barge 
each sect would be represented by its 
own divine. These are problems that 
could be worked out. The main thing 
would be the burial at sea. 


CQ raitabie could be made for 


suitable burial areas not too 

distant from the shore, but far 
enough to provide a permanent resting 
place for countless dead that now rest 
in cemeteries surrounded by growing 
cities needing the priceless area of 
land for living purposes.” 

Dr. Hoffman declared the time had 
arrived for a complete cemetery sur- 
vey, not alone in the larger centers 
of the North Atlantic seaboard,.but in 
every community of the United States. 
He stated that it was virtually im- 
possible to obtain reliable statistics 
relating to municipally owned, mutu- 
ally owned and operated and profit- 
earning burial grounds. He expressed 
the opinion that such a study would 
help reduce funeral costs. 

“At all events,’’ concluded Dr. Hoff- 
man, ‘“‘let us give the matter of burial 
at sea serious consideration.’’

Wilde as saying, ‘“‘With regard to the 
punishment of insomnia, it exists only 
in Chinese and in English prisons. In 
China it is inflicted by placing the 
prisoner in a small bamboo cage; in 
England by means of the plank bed. 


The object of this plank bed is to pro- 
duce insomnia.”’ 

He forgot his own existence, forgot 
that he had ever written anything, 
forgot the names of Byron and of 
Coleridge, of Wagner and Rodin, “the 


memory of things past, the memory 


of things present.”’ And yet he sur- 
vived, he came through the ordeal, 
sane again, in little leas than two 
years. He feels this ts thanks to his 
intense nervous strength-and “an al- 
most inflexible belief in myself which 
has made me for the most part disre- 
gard the opinions of others.’’ He gives 
a great deal of the credit, too, to his 
wife. She came and lived close by the 
asylum and visited him every day. As 
he was beginning to recover, the late 
John Quinn, American book collector, 
gave him financial aid by buying 
many of his manuscripts and 


autographed first editions. 

Yet, well again, he cannot forget 
his suffering. 

‘‘T am impelled to say, with absolute 
certainty, not only is my case, my 
case of survival and of recovery, 
unique in the judgment of the wisest 
doctors and in the judgment of oth- 
ers, and that I am perfectly aware of 
this fact, but that, as far as my know- 
ledge extends, no man, such as I am, 
a poet, a writer of prose, a dramatist, 
a traveler, who has lived with the 
certainty of being always free, has 
been so cruelly and so unjustly con- 
fined in a prison whose name I shail 
never mention—where I should never 
have been sent—the scars and stig- 
mata of which, the scars of persecu- 
tion and the stabs that my flesh had 
received, will remain, part and parcel 
of this suffering self of mine, until the 
last wind extinguishes the last flick- 
ering candle.”’
